“The number of prisoners captured 
in the attack this morning west of 
Antheuil is 530; we also took about 30 
machine ns. 

“Bastern Theater, July 8: In the 
region included between the Devoli 
river and the Tomorica our troops com- 
pleted their success, capturing after 
bitter fighting all of the Bofnia crest 
between Cafa Becit and Mali Gjarperit.

Fitzgerald, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
Harris addressed a large audience at 
the courthouse at noon today. He was 
introduced by J. E. Turner as the presi- 
dent’s choice for the senate.

He finally said his opposition to 
draft and war measures were playing 
politics, and that the man who played 
politics while the world was on fire 
deserved universal condemnation. 

After Hardwick had voted for the 
nation to enter the war, he tried to tie 
its hands with bills against sending 
soldiers across the sea without consent 
and for discharging all over 31 years 
old. He reviewed Hardwick’s record 
generally. 

Mr, Harris attacked Howard as a 
candidate of the Atlanta political. ring. 
He said most of the state’s big offliicals 
were Atlantans and that candidates not 
from Atlanta had to fight to beat the 
ring. Harris asserted that the other 
candidates were trying to beat him 
rather than Hardwick; that they made 
their campaigns in Harris territory and 
were afraid to fight Hardwick where 
he was strong.

Just now, when the patriotic duty of 
every citizen is to apply his every available 
dollar toward the support of the government 
in the winning of the war, it behooves the 
county boards to make the county tax bur- 
den as light as possible; which means, of 


*] course, that no expenditure of funds that 


reasonably can be avoided or postponed 
should be made until after the war is won. 

The federal railroad administration is 
anxious for all state, county and municipal 
taxation of railroad property to be made as 
low as possible, for the reason that the 
government will have to pay such taxes out 
of the revenues derived from the operation 
of the railroads, and so, obviously, the less 
taxes the government has to pay the easier 
will be the burden of operating the trans- 
portation lines and the-more money it will 
have with which to meet its general ex- 
penses. 

For reasons that are at once apparent, 
the states can well afford at this time and 
under current conditions to he lenient and 
reasonable in the fixing of tax levies, and 
especially in the taxing of property for 
which the government itself is responsible. 


THE SCHOOL REPORT. 


Council, by. vote of a bare majority. of its 
membership, has postponed until next Mon- 
day consideration of the report and recom- 
mendation of its committee commissioned 
several weeks ago to investigate the At- 
lanta school department. 

If the postponement signalizes bona fide 
action for time to study the committee re- 
port and for consideration of the investiga- 
tors’ findings, with the view of disposing of 
the report next Monday, the delay of a few 
days will make no material difference. 

The Constitution takes it for granted that 
such is the purpose of the postponement. 

No council committee ever devoted itself 
more honestly, more industriously or more 
faithfully to a task than did this school in- 
vestigation committee to the work it was 
appointed to do. It prosecuted its investi- 
gation with painstaking care to do absolute 
justice toward all concerned and to give 
everybody a chance to be heard. Several 
weeks were given to the work, during which 
the school system was probed from every 


possible angle, and when the committee got 


to the bottom it submitted a report that em- 
bodies a list of remedial suggestions that 
cannot be ignored. 

Delay beyond next Monday in acting 
upon this report by council will have the 
effect of seriously impairing the value of the 
investigation. 

In order for many of the committee’s 
recommendations to be put into effect it 
will be necessary to make amendments to 
the city charter, and if the delay extends 
beyond Monday it will be difficult to bring 
about the requisite legislation during this 
session of the general assembly, failure to 


do which would forge postponement for an- 


other year. 

The whole matter has come up at a fortu- 
nate time, because this being the vacation 
season, all differences can be threshed out 
and all changes in policy or in personnel 
made without interference with the opera- 
tion of the schools. Action now means that 
all necessary readjustments can be made 
before the opening of the schools for the 
fall term. 

It would be lamentable for anything to 
happen now as the result of political in- 
trigue, that would involve the public schools 
and start the new term under such a handi- 
cap. 


THE SCHOOL TAX BILL. 


One of the most important measures to 
come before the Georgia general assembly 
at this session is the constitutional amend- 
ment bill providing for state-wide local 
county taxation for school purposes,

opportunities afforded the children of the 
various counties and communities is de- 
pendent upon local politics and the per- 
sonal interests of a handful of local rich 
mossbacks who count dollars above the 
neeessity for the education of the children 
of their county. 

This bill is based upon a principle-that 
is thoroughly democratic, modern, and fair 
in every respect, and a principle which has 
been adopted by, and which is proving 
abundantly satisfactory all over the union, 
and in every county that has tried it in 


Georgia. 
The measure has received the unquall- 


fied and emphatic indorsement of Governor 


Dorsey, who, in his annual message to the 
assembly, impressed upon the legislators 
that, while “the state should make its edu- 
cational appropriations as large as condi- 
tions will permit, there should also be local 
taxation for school purposes, not to diminish 
state appropriations, but to supplement 
whatever Is done by the state;” and the 
governor cited “unanswerable argument in 
support of this program.” 


% The policy of compulsory state-wide 


local taxation is advocated by educators 
generally, and the bill now under consider- 
ation. received the unanimous indorsement 
of the county and city superintendents and 
teachers at the annual convention of the 
Georgia Educational association last May. 

It also received the unrestricted ap- 
proval of the Georgia Land Owners’ asso- 
ciation, with recommendations that it be 
enacted, at the recent annual meeting of the 
board of control of that organization, at 
Waycross. 

But what is more convincing as to its 
merits than all individual or organization 
indorsements is the fact that practically all 
of the cities and important towns and fifty- 
six of the counties of Georgia have, one by 
one and of their own initiative, adopted the 
principle it involves, and in not a single 
instance has it been discarded after a trial! 

It.is a conspicuous fact, too, that those 
communities and counties which are supple- 
menting their pro rata of state school funds 
by funds derived from local taxation are 
forging far and away ahead of those communi- 
ties which still depend solely upon state 


support, both in point of educational ad- 


vancement and in general community de- 
velopment. And one of the most cogent 
reasons why this bill should be enacted 
and the amendment proposed adopted by 
the people is, as was pointed out by State 
School Superintendent M. L. Brittain in a 
recent public address, that “its passage 
would mean uniform advancement for the 
whole state instead of a part as at present;” 
for, continued Professor Brittain, “all of the 
marked educational progress in Georgia is 
confined to those towns and counties which 
have secured the help of local taxation 
despite the restrictive laws on this subject!” 

One Georgia community or county is as 
good as another. One Georgia youngster is 
as good as another, regardless of whether 
he lives in a city or in the most remote 
mountainous or wooded rural nook in the 
state; and the child of the farm or of the 
forest is entitled to opportunities equal to 
those that are enjoyed by the child of the 
city—and no matter if a few ‘skinflint, 
archaic, miserly property-owners hold the 
balance of political power in his county, he 


should not be deprived of what is his and 


every child’s birthright! | 

The enactement of this measure in- 
volves, in itself, no final action. It will be 
nothing more than opening the way whereby 
the voters of Georgia may themselves 
record their wishes with reference to the 
question it involves. it simply submits the 
principle of local county taxation for school 
purposes for the referendum approval or 
rejection of the people. 

Surely the house of representatives will 
not place itself in the attitude of standing 
between the people of Georgia and their 
right to express their preference in a matter 
that is so fundamental in-the scheme of

tions of the Cotton States official advisory 
marketing board, of which Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown, of Georgia, is presi- 
dent, 

Reference to the work of this board does 
not properly belong to a column devoted to 
political news exclusively, but as cotton, and 
anything that pertains to the making and 
marketing of cotton, ia so near to the hearts 
of all southerners, perhaps I may be par- 
doned for making reference to it here. 


Seeks to Show Public 
Facts as to Cotton. 


By reason of the fact that cotton farmers 


have not heretofore had a concrete and com- 
pact organization through which to carry on 
a propaganda in favor of their products, they 
have had to bear the odium of attacks from 
organized and powerful handlers of cotton 
in its various phases. They have been ac- 
cused of profiteering every time the price 
of cotton has passed the 10-cent mark, Manu- 
facturers and other middlemen who deal in 
cotton or cotton goods have persistently pre- 
sented their side of the case and have always 
maintained that when cotton advanced 50 
per cent cotton goods should advance 50 per 
cent, or when cotton advanced 100 per cent, 
cotton goods should advance 100 per cent. 
By this method these interests have found it 
easy to deflect any criticism aimed at them 
because of the high price of cotton goods, to 
the producers of cotton. . 

The organization I refer to proposes to 
correct this impression and to shew to the 
consuming public the number of yards of the 
various cotton fabries that may de manu- 
factured from a pound of cotton, so that 
the public may be in a position to judge the 
price of cotton goods as based upon the cost 
of cotton. 

There has been a disposition from time 
immemorial on the part of those who figure 
on the cost of preducing cotton to regard 
farm labor as unskilled labor, and only make 
allowance in their estimates for the lowest 
price labor possible. This ia, and has always 
been an injustice to the south. The general 
belief that cotton can be produced so cheaply 
{fs one of the big factors in fixing the price, 
and the price as fixed heretofore by public 
opinion has made it necessary for those em- 
ploying labor in cotton fields to pay just as 
little as possible for this labor. The organi- 
zation will undertake to show that the cost 
of producing cotton is far above the ésti- 
mates heretofore made either by private indi- 
viduals or by official estimators. 

On account of the rapid development in 
the cotton seed industry, this industry has 
become one of the most important in the 
south. It will be the purpose, I am told, 
of this organization to protect the farmers 
to the greatest extent possible in the hand- 
ling and sale of their seed and will under- 
take to furnish them such information 45 
will enable them to protect their interests 
at-all times. It will make special organized 
effort to widen. the market for all cotton 
seed products and will seek to repeal all un- 
just discriminations against these by- 


products. 


South to Rally ’Round 
Its Great Staple Crop. 


The cotton business of the south is 80 
great that it needs and can afford to have 
a separate and distinct organization. The 
lint cotton from last season’s crop brought 
the south about $1,500,000,000, and the seed, 
nearly .$500,000,000 more, making a total of 
about $2,000,000,000. 

This is the greatest single industry in 
the United States, and it is wp to those en- 
gaged in it to see that their rights are fully 
protected in the state, the nation, and in the 
world. 

This is not a question for the 
farmer alone, but for every man, woman and 
child that lives in the south, no matter what 
their occupation. 

The war will soon come to an end. War 
prices will pass. Normal conditions will 
again be restored. In this readjustment, there 
is no telling what will happen to the price 
of cotton. It is the duty of the entire south 
to rally round its one great staple crop and 
see that in the adjustment of prices that the 
south gets a square deal. 

This can be done through organization 
and pulling together and no other way.

A Highway Necessity. nee 


The Heath-Andrews bill. providing for an 
amendment to the constitution permitting 
the levying of taxes for a state highway 
fund—one of the most important measures 
before the assembly today, and one strongly 
advocated by the governor—came up for pas- 
gage in the senate yesterday, and was 
tabled. ; 

This does not mean that the bill will not 
pass. Bills providing a constitutional amend- 
ment require a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers, and there were so many senators absent 
from their seats yesterday, the bill was 
merely tabled go as to await a favorable 
opportunity with a full chamber, to place it 
upon its passage. 

It will be called up again shortly and 
the opposition to it is so limited there seems 
to be little doubt it will be passed by both 


houses without material difficulty.

Bills Passed by Senate. 
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Impetigo contagiosa, or a crop of small 
contagious boils, as well as carbuncles and 
common boils are very freguent among 
butchers, packers, those who handle carcasses 
in any manner. A form of ringworm (tinea 
tricophytina) has often occurred in epe- 
demic form among the handlers of cattle and 
among the cattle too. This is caused by a 
parasite of vegetable species. . 

Foot and mouth disease occurs among 
cattle and men, is characterized by fever, 
constitutional symptoms, and a general erup- 
tion of little pimples or pustules especially 
on the fingers and feet, with soreness of the 
lips, lining of cheeks and the tongue. The 
infection may take place through a scratch 
of the skin of a milker’s hand, 

Anthrax (wool and hide handlers’ pus- 
tule) begins as a pimple or festering pustule 
on the hand or any part of the skin, which 
rapidly swells and changes into a central 
gangrenous area surrounded by brawny 


‘] Swelling and crops of smaller pustules or 


Pimples, with severe constitutional symp- 
toms (fever, chills, prostration), Unless 
radically attacked by the surgeon at the 
very outset the disease is very likely to 
bring swift death. It occurs among cattle- 
men, farmers, butchers, hide handlera, woo! 
sorters, meat inspectors, tanners, etc, Among 
these workers it is even more perilous than 
among ordinary workers to trifle with smal! 
festered pimples or boils by applying a)! 
kinds of alleged healing salves instead of 
seeking good medical advice. 

Tuberculosis in the form of a warty 
nodule on the skin of hand or arm is fre- 
quently seen in butchers, handlers of hides, 
cooks and cattlemen, ag well as nurses, 
physicians and medica] studenta in the dis- 
secting room, It occasionally occurs on the 
hands or arms of those attending tubercu- 
lous patients, when the rules of sanitation 
or rigid cleanliness are not adhered to. 

Handlers of fish are subject to an ery- 
thema of the fingers resembling a mild ery- . 
sipelas, probably caused by a specific in- 
fection, since it has been transferred by in- 
oculation., 

Running water, soap and clean towels 
should be as much in evidence in a meat 
market as sausage or white aprons. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Ganglion or Weeping Sinew. 

Will you please tell me what causes the 
growth of a ganglion on one’s wrist and 
whether there is any cure for it besides an 
operation? (Miss B. B. O.) 

Have consulted five (6) doctors and sur- 
geons about a growth on the back of my 
hand near wrist. Two pronounced it gan- 
glion but differed as to method of treat- 
ment. What is considered the best treat- 
ment? (L. E. S.) . 

ANSW'ER—Ganglion is a cystic swelling 
(cystic means sac or bladder-like, with fluid 
contents), usually about the wrist, connect- 
ed with the capsule of the joint or with the 
sheath of a tendon, brought on, usually, by 
strain or overuse of the wrist or by some 
injury months before the swelling amounts 
to anything. Usually little pain or soreness. 
Have the doctor inject a bit of local anes- 
thetic, incise skin, and remove the ganglion. 
A certain number of ganglions will (if 
small) spontaneously disappear after a year 
or more. A third method of treatment 
which proves satisfactory, though not so 
painless ag surgery, is injection of the sac 
with an irritant, after withdrawal of the 
greater part of sac contents. The result is 
not always permanent, however. 

Chronie Appendieitis, 

Is there such a disease as chronic ap- 
pendicitis? (Mra, J. A. H.) . 

ANSWER—To the best of my knowledge 
and judgment there ig such a disease. Di- 
gestive disturbances, and abdominal symp- 
toms of all sorts; if they prove obstinate, in 
a person of thirty or more, a doctor must 


consider chronic appendicitis. Sometimes 
X-ray pictures help in diagnosis; sometimes 
they only becloud the problem. If I had the 
tentative symptomis, I’d select a surgeon not 
of radical mind, and let him explore my 
abdomen.

After a heated discussion on the 
floor of the house which consumed 
Whe greater part of Tuesday's session, 
that body passed by a vote of 128 to 32 
the bill of Mr. Davis, of Laurens, en- 
abling a majority of the qualified vot- 
ers voting sufficient to levy a spe- 
cial tax for schools in counties, mu- 
nicipalities and school districts, in- 
stead of a two-thirds vote as at pres- 
ent. | 

The measure, being a constitutional 
amendment, required two-thirds vote 

ot the whole house, but it received one 
more vote than the number required 


to pass it. The action of the house on 


the bill was a distinct victory for the 
friends of the extension of local tax- 
ation for the support of schools, and 
was thought ‘by some to foreshadow 
favorable action on the Elders senate 
bill, expected to be up for passage to- 
far, which would extend local taxa- 
tion to every county in the state, when 
it shall have been ratified by the peo- 
ple. 
State- Wide Local Taxation. 

But regardless of the present fate 
of the Elders bill, the Davis bill is un- 
dadoubtedly a distinct movement in the 
direction of statewide local taxation. 
By facilitating the local tax cam- 
paigns in counties, it will within the 
next year lead to a great increase in 
the number of counties levying a 
school tax. As already 56 counties 
have adopted the local tax system by 
a two-thirds “vote, it will probably be 
only a short time when a large ma- 
jority of counties will have adopted 
it under the Davis bill and the move- 
ment will have gained sufficient im- 
petus to bring about the enactment 
of a state-wide law. . 

Debate on the bill was opened by 
the author, Mr. Davis, who briefly out- 
lined its provisions and declared that 
he did not anticipate serious opposi- 
tion when they were understood. Mr. 


Hall, of Bibb, also made a strong ar- 


gument in favor of the measure. He 
declared that he wished to hasten the 
day when the children of all the rural 
districts would be given equal educa- 
tional advantages with those of the 
most fayored municipality. He would 
not stop the richer counties from con- 
tributing to the school maintenance of 
the poor counties, but the day was 
passed when the people of any county 
should look to the state treasury en- 
tirely for the support of its schools. 
Ane country people had been educatea 
in the wrong system and it must be 
overcome. 

Others who spoke in favor of the 
bill were Pickett, of Terrell; Akin, of 
Glynn; McCrory, of Schley, and Bank- 
ston, of Troup. Speakers in opposi- 
tion were Beck, of Carroll; Burkhal- 
ter, of Tattnall, and Wright, of Floyd. 
The latter made a lengthy and pas- 
sionate harangue against the bill as 
being in violation of the principles 
laid down by the framers of the state 


* .econstitution. 


The attitude of Mr. Burkhalter, of 
Tattnall, was both surprising and dis- 
appointing to the friends of the meas- 
ure, as he is chairman of the house 
committee on education, is known to 
favor state-wide local taxation for 
schools and is regarded as sponsor in 
the house for the Elders senate Dill 
which is due to be brought up Wed- 
nesday. 

Strong Speech by Stubbs. 

The debate was closed by Represent- 
ative Stubbs, of Laurens, colleague of 
the author, to whom the time was 


yielded by Mr. Williams, of Ware, 
chairman of the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments. Mr. Stubbs 
made a powerful and eloquent argp- 
ment for the bill, which produced a 
distinctly favorable impression upon 
the house and changed a situation of 
doubt in the minds of the bill's friends 
to a distinct foreboding of . 

A number of members availed them- 
selves of the privilege of explaining 
their votes during the call of the roll, 
which 8 the session until aft- 
er 1:30 o’clock. 

New measures of general interest 
at Tuesday’s session were bills of Mr. 
Swift, of Muscogee, to require appli- 
eants for admission to the bar to be 
given the indorsement of two repu- 
table lawyers in the judicial circuit to 
which they applied for admission;

THREE ATLANTA BILLS 
PRESENTED IN HOUSE 


Measures Would Provide for 
Abolishing Police Board and 
for Bond Issues. 


Three bills of local interest to At- 
lanta, drawn by City Attorney Mayson, 
with the indorsement of the city coun- 
cil, were presented in the house Tues- 
day morning by the Fulton delegation. 
Members of the delegation presenting 
the bills declared privately that they 
had read none of them, but were in- 
troducing them as they were handed 
them. ; 

Two of the measures are in the na- 
ture of amendments to the constitu- 
tion of the state to facilitate the issue 
of bonds or other evidences of indebt- 
edness in cities of “exceeding 160,000 
population.” The first would permit 
the issue of bonds on the approval of 
two-thirds of those voting instead of 
two-thirds of the registered vote, the 
present requirement, 

The other provides for the issue of 
“street improvement bonds” by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the 


present charter of city council, Four 
distinct provisions are to govern such 
issues as follows: 

Provisions of Bond Issues. 
First—The term of such bonds shall 
in no case exceed 10 years. 
Second—The amount of each issue 
shall be limited to the amount assessed 
by such municipality upon each im- 
provement. 

Third—These bonds shall be issued 
for grading and paving or repaving of 
streets and portions of streets. 
Fourth—Bonds can be issued with- 
out regard to the amount of outstand- 
ing debts or bonds of such munici- 
pality. 

Another provision that would apply 
would be that they 
must first receive the approval of more 
than 50 per cent of the owners of the 
abutting property against which the 
improvements are to be assessed. 

The third bill, which is in the nature 
of a charter amendment and covers a 
number of subjects, provides, among 
other things, the method by which 
council is to carry out the street im- 
provements above alluded to. It pro- 
vides for the assessment of such im- 
provements in 10 annual installments 
and the setting aside of 10 per cent 
for an improveemnt or repair fund. The 
contractor must guarantee the work 
for a term of five years.

It gives authority to council to lay 
a tax upon ail vehicles using the 
streets, according to carrying capacity.

When by unanimous vote of the 
members of the committee present, the 
house committee on railroads yester- 
day afternoon voted to report adverse- 
ly the Ayers bill providing for a re- 
duction of the membership of the rail- 
road commission to a board of three 
instead: of five and for the abolition 
of the special attorney’s office, they 
made practically impossible legisla- 
tive action at this session on the 
governor's recommendation to reduce 
the commission. 

Two members of the railroad com- 

mission, Chairman Candler and Judge 
Hillyer, the latter one whose term ex- 
pires within the year, but who is not a 
candidate for re-election, appeared be- 
fore the. committee in opposition to 
the reduction of the membership of the 
board. 
Mr. Candler stated, however, that 
he did not appear as a partisan, but 
solely to give a statement of facts. 
He showed thaf the duties of the com- 
mission had not been reduced in the 
last year but that the actual number 
of petitions presented for a hearing 
had increased. He agreed that, if the 
membership were reduced to three and 
the salaries made sufficient for each 
member of the commission to devote 
his whole time to the work and live 
in Atlanta instead of having to come 
here periodically for meetings of the 
board that the efficiency of the board 
might be increased, except for the 
possible superior wisdom in numbers, 
rather than dfminished by the reduc- 
tion. 
Few Rulings Appealed. 

Mr. Candler said that, with the high 
price of living, it was difficult to se- 
cure competent men to run for com- 
missioners, and that the salaries paid 
in Georgia averaged much lower than 
those paid by other states. He had 
at first opposed, he said, the creation 
of a special] attorney for the commis- 
sion, but he had found that Judge 
Hines’ counsel and advice had been of 
almost inestimable service and that, 
due to the confidence of the people in 
him and in the commission, there had 
been almost none of the rulings of the 
commission contested and taken into 
the courts. 

The railroad commission chairman 
further declared that the commission 
now had the supervision of public 
service corporations in Georgia capi-

Mr. Ayers, the author of the bill, in- 
sisted that now, when two of the 
terms of the commissioners were to 
expire by limitation of law, was the 
opportune time to make the reduction, 
as it could be made without legislating 
anybody out of office. He has an- 
nounced, however, privately, that he 
expects to come back to the legislature 
next year and that he will insist upon 
his bill, which he feels that the peo- 
le favor, even if it necessitates the 
egislating of somebody out of office.

With only Senator T. A. Brown, of 
the Forty-first disagreeing, the “work- 
or-fight” bill of the commissioner of 
labor passed the senate ‘Tuesday by a 
This bill was passed 
only after two amendments, one to 
make it apply to females as well as 
males and the other to increase the 
time of necessary employment from five 
to five and one-half days weekly were 
added. The application of this bill is 
to persons between the ages of 18 and 
50 2 of both sexes.’ 

he amendment to make the bill ap- 
ply to women as well as men was in- 
troduced by Senators Davidson and 
Elders. Mr. Davidson declared that it 
the bill pass without including women 
its effectiveness would be destroyed. 
Senator Hopkins took issue with him 
on this point on the grounds that the 
women of the state needed no such leg- 
islation. Agreeing with the amend- 
ema Senator declared that all 
possible labor is needed and this would 
get the idle negro women which noth- 
ing else would reach. He also declared 
that in operation this bill would be en- 
forced with the necessary discretion. 

The five and a half day amendment 
was originated by Senator Moore on 
the grounds that the original bill would 
encourage Saturday being taken for a 
whole holiday. 

An amendment offered by Senator 
Wohiwender which sought to strike 
from the bill the section making loiter- 
ing in poolrooms and depots prima facie 
evidence of non-employment in a use- 
ful occupation, was killed.

Other Georgia 
schools to which applications will be sent 
are the University of Georgia, Athens; No 
Georgia Agricultural college, at Dahlonega; 
„Georgia Military college, at Milledgeville, 

and Gordon institute, at Barnesville. 

All candidates accepted for the officers’ 
school will be inducted into the military 
service for the period of the war. This 
will mean that even in the event they do 
not win commissions they will be retained 
in the service as replacement troops or in 
some other capacity. 

Two examinations—a preliminary exami- 
nation to determine a man’s fitness to de- 
come an officer and a final physical exami- 
nation—will be necessary. 

* All applications must be accompanied by 
indorsements in the form of letters from 
reputable persons, testifying as to the ability 
and fitness of an applicant. 


Four Months’ Course. 


The course of the school will be four 
months“ duration, a class of approximately 
600 members, to be graduated every thirty 
days after the school is under way. It is 
likely that a number of civilians will be 
admitted to the school before the end of 
this month, possibly on July 15. 

The first thing that an applicant desir- 
ing to enter the Gordon school must do is 
to secure the forms for the preliminary ex- 
amination, which will be furnished by the 
professor of military sctence at any of the 
prescribed schools The application for ad- 
mittance to the school and other blank 
farms must be filled out in detail and ac- 
companied by the testimonials of well-known 
persons as to the good character, etc., of 
the applicant. Each applicant must be 

~ physically examined and have the record of 

his examination sent along with his other 
papers. All of these papers will then be 
forwarded to the school or college nearest 
the point where the applicant resides, - 

When these applications are received ‘the 
applicants will be notified by the professor 
‘of a college or school to report for pre- 
‘liminary examination. Every applicant must 
pay his own expenses to this school and 
later to the camp, in event he is accepted. 
His mileage will be later refunded at the 
rate of 3½ cents per mile. ‘ 

College Professors’ Recommendation. 

From the various colleges and schools the 
applications will be forwarded to the com- 
manding officer of the central officers’ 
training school at Camp Gordon, and in 
submitting the applications the college in- 
atructors will express their opinions as to 
the qualifications of the different appli- 
cents. Only those approved by the profes- 
sor of military science will be sent to the 
camp for consideration. If a man’s appli- 
eation does not pass the college professor 
he has no chance to enter. 

When the applications are received at the 
training ‘school they will be carefully con- 
sidered, and the candidates, to be accepted 
will be notified by the commanding officer 
of the school, and will be told on just what 
day to report. When the applicants report 
at the camp, they will be given a rigid physi- 
cal examination. 

In event that a civilian is accepted for 
the camp and that during his training it 
develops that he is not physically fit for the 
work, he will be dismissed from the camp 
and assigned to some other organization, 
thereby losing an

Captain Charles M. Stephens, of At- 

lanta, now with his regiment in 
France, has been recotnmended for the 
French croix de guerre. His brother, 
Lieutenant Robert Stephens, who is in 
the aviation service, also is in active 
service on the front line in France. 
, These brothers are the sons of J. M. 
Stephens, well-known Atlantan, and 
both enlisted in the service shortly 
after war was declared, 


Captain Charles M. Stephens, Who 
enlisted as a private, has advanced 
with remarkable rapidity and received 
the news of his latest promotion, from 
lieutenant to. captain, the same week 
that he was recommended for the 
French decoration. In his recommend- 
ation for the war cross, he is cited 
“for exceptional bravery and coolness 
under fire.” His division, also,, has 
been repeatedly cited for bravery on 
the field. 

In a letter to his sister, Miss Nao 
Stephens, dated June 2, he throws in- 
teresting light on the- nature of the 
fighting near Paris. The letter is as 
follows: 

“American Front, June 2, 1918. 

“This is being written during a brief 
lull in the terrific battle that the divi- 
sion has been engaged in since the 
last of May. 

„The Boches were advancing on Paris 
and we were thrown in here to stop 
them. ‘Threw us right into action as 
soon as we arrived upon the scene. 
Not only did we stop them, but threw 
them back some five miles. 

Our division, assisted ably by other 
American and French heavy artillery, 
has literally slaughtered thousands of 
them—just a continuous rolling bar- 
rage into their closely-packed ranks 
until the ground in the vicinity of their 
lines is literally covered with the dead. 

“The Americans of this division are 
fighting like demons. Every man has 


his chance to become

died in his tracks rather.than be taken 
prisoner. The Germans simply lay 
down’ when they see an American uni- 
form. We have captured something 
over 1,500 so far. The prisoners when 
questioned say that they were told that 
the fighting Would be easy, as there 
were Americans in front of them—that 
Americans would not fight. All of 
them are very glad to be alive, for they 
say that they have never experienced 
anything more terrible. Some are ab- 
solutely insane, and others keep throw- 
ing up their hands and. shouting ‘Kam- 
erad.’ It’s pitiful in a way, and yet 
when I think of .my old friends who 
have been killed in this fight, I feel 
that we ought not to take prisoners 
at all. | 
“ Division Cited for Bravery. 

“Paris is wild over this division—we 
have been cited time after time—for we 
did help to stop a drive on Paris that 
the French had had difficulty with. 
Your brother has heen cited for the 
Croix de Guerre, the French war cross, 
you know, for ‘exceptional bravery and 
coolness under fire.’ 

“Aren’t you proud of me? Well, if 
I get it, I will have the honor of bring- 
ing the first decoration to the family. 

„In an hour from now we are going 
to blow up a wood which.conceals nesis 
of German machine guns and thou- 
sands of Prussian troops: We're going 
to tear that wood to pieces and there'll 
sure be some dead Boches by dawn 
(and a big job for the devil). 

“Remember, these Prussians are 
heartless. They’ve killed our poor boys 
and now we're going to even up mat- 
ters 15 to 1 in dur favor. 

„P. 8. Tell papa we're sure doing 
what they. sent us here for.”

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SCOTT PERRY CASE 
BREAKS OUT AGAIN 


Tener to Quit National 
Commission Unless Mack 

Releases Hurler — Connie 
Refuses. 


New York, July @.—The tmbrogliio 
between the American and National 
leagues regarding the status of Player 
Scott Perry flamed afresh today when 
President John K. Tener, of the Na- 
tional league, notified his club owners 
that he would have no further dealings 
with the National commission, of whicb 
he is a member. | 

President Tener’s letter charges the 
American league with a violation of 
the national agreement. 

Mack reiterated today that he in- 
tends to retain the services of Perry. 

President Tener’s letter to the Na- 
tional league club presidents reads: « 

“On the 12th of last month, the na- 
tional commission, after careful con- 
sideration of all evidence, made deci- 
sion in what is known as the Scott 
Perry case, and with which you are 
familiar, resulting in the awarding of 
that player to the Boston club of this 
league. 

“As soon as the president of the 
Ameritan league had knowledge of the 
finding, he advised the commission as 
follows: ‘Under no conditions. will 
Perry be turned over to the Boston 
club. Shortl ythereafter the Philadel- 
phia club of the American league too 
the case to the courts of Clevelan 
and asked for and received an order 
restraining the commission from put- 
ting its decision into effect and set- 
ting the date of July 20 for a final 
3 of the case. 

Under the terms of the national 
agreement the ruling in any case 
brought before it in which it has ju- 
risdiction, is final. 

The case above referred to is prob- 
ably the first instance where a major 
league club has violated its agreement 
in baseball law by appealing the de- 
cision of the commission to the civil 
courts. +i 

“In my opinion, the defiance of our 
laws by the Philadelphia club consti- 
tutes such a breach of the agreement 
and good faith that this league can no 
longer, with honor, continue its repre- 
sentatives on the national commission, I 
beg, therefore, to advise you that here- 
after I will give no attention or con- 
sideration tO any cases submitted to 
which the American league is a party. 
We cannot continue to maintain our 
honor and self-respect by dealing with 
those who consider our agreements and 
baseball law as mere ‘scraps of paper.’ 

“Baseball finds itself, with regard to 
its business, in an unfortunate position, 
due to war conditions, nevertheless, it 
is most important to keep our house in 
order, so that when business is adjust- 
ed to normal conditions it may be pre- 
pared for its share of prosperity, and 
that with honor.” 


The Deeision. ° 


The decision of the national commis- 
sion in the Scott Perry case was an- 
nounced in Cincinnati, June 12. Be- 
cause a minor league was involved two 
additional representatives sat in judg- 
ment upon the case. The personnel of

PROHIBITION “RIDER” 
NOT YET BEFORE SENATE 


Washington, July 9.—Although na- 
tional prohibition as a war measure 
was discussed briefly in the senate to- 
day, the amendment to the $11,000,000 
emergency agricultural appropriation 
bill under which the manufacture and 
sale of all intoxicants would be pro- 
hibited during the war was not taken 
up.

State Quotas for Children’s 
Year. 


According to the comparative esti- 
mates made by the woman’s committee, 
Council of National Defense, Nevada 
must save one-seventh of a baby, while 


New York saves 20 children under 8 
years of age in the children’s year cam- 
paign. New Hampshire, Idaho and 
Montana should eath have two to their 
credit, while Pennsylvania has two 
score. The state of Washington must 
save three children, while the District 
of Columbia saves less than one. These 
are approximate daily figures taken 
from quotas assigned to different states 
in the campaign to save 100,000 chil- 
dren, which was started by the chil- 
dren's bureau and put into operation 
through the department of child wel- 
fare of the woman’s committee, Council 
of National Defense. 

The anniversary of America's entry 
into the war, April 6, was chosen as 
the opening time of the children’s year, 
in which it is hoped to cut the infant 
mortality rate in the United States 
one- third. In order that each state 
shall bear its full share of responsi- 
bility quotas have been assigned based 
on the federal census of 1910. These 
quotas range from New Tork's total of 
8.455 and Pennsylvania’s total of 8,818 
to Nevada’s quota of 60. IHinois must

Chickens, better than any other 
class of poultry, utilize table scraps 
and the general run of waste from the 
kitchen door, all the way from apple 
and potato parings to sour milk, Chick- 
ens far surpass all other kinds of poul- 
try in salvaging waste grain from the, 
stables, from the shed or lot where | 
the cattle are fed, and from hog pens. 
During the winter months on farms 
where any considerable number of live- 
stock are kept, the hens would take 
their living from these sources with | 
only slight additional feeding from time 
to time. Chickens are great destroyers | 
of insects, including many _ injurious 
forms, in yard, pasture, and orchard, 

many grasses and 
weeds and seeds from the same that 
would otherwise be of no use. Except 
in isolated instances the part of wisdom 
would be, undoubtedly, to keep more 
chickens than all other kinds of poultry 
combined, but there should be, in a 
majority of eases, some of all the other 
common kinds of poultry.
